church alphabet. This in a vreat measure 
must explain the difficulties which a foreign- |

The Fur Trade. 


The tur trade of New York is undergo- 
ine important changes. Instead of being 
chietly confined, as it formerly was, to furs 
of the coarser grades, such as are required 
hi necessity, for protection from inclement 
weather, the trade is now becoming more 
under the control of fashion; and particu- 
lar varieties of furs Whose chief recom- 
inendation is their superior costliness, have 
a wide preference over others slightly dif- 
fering in appearance, but destitute of this 
qualification. The trade in choice furs 


has probably doubled within two or three 


years, calling into existence several large 
establishments, whose aggrecate annual 


sules are about $1,000,000. exclusive of.

tance In the fur line alone, there are firms 
that are now doing a business equal to 
$150,000 or $200,000 per annum. The 
traffic in skins, or shipping furs, is still 
greater.

The sewing is extensively 
done by females, who have their work pre- 
pared for them by an experienced cutter, 
with assistants; and some houses employ 
from tifty to one hundred sewers the year 
round. The finished work which aecumu- 
lates in the warm-season goes to form the 
winter’s stock. The cutters are nearly all 
foreigners, and principally Hungarians or 
Germans, educated for their business in 
Europe A skillful entter will use up al- 
most every particle of the skin he works 
upon, and on his ability to do this chiefly 
depends his value as au artisan. Some of 
the most valuable articles are composed of 
a vast number of minute pieces. As an 
example, an indefinite number of sable 
tails are sometimes cut in small strips, and 
sewed in between witb silk tape, to render 
them pliable and light, and when completed, 
-appear to form an unbroken skin of the
